Where these are nat baiiy affected 


one pound of bluestone to ten (10) 
bushels is sufficient but if very srutty 


one (1) pound to five (5) or , , 


bushels should he used. 

In all cases use one and one-half (13) 
pails of water to each pound of blue- 
stone and seed should be thoroughly 
mixed while bluestone is being ap- 
plied. 

Except in two cases of barley which 
were very smutty, one pound to ten 
bushels gnve good results on the Rx- 
perimental Farm last year.

REMEDY. 

Dissolve one pound of bluestone 
(Copper Su'phate) inen pailful and a 
halt of water (about three galions) and 
sprinkle the solution on ten bushels of 
seed wheat, previously spread ina tight 
wagon box, or ona clear floor space in 
barn or house, keeping the grain cone 
stantly stirred while the solution is 
heing applied, and mixing the whole 
thoroughly so that every kernel of the 
wheat may be wetted. In à few hours 
the seed will be in good condition to 
sow with the drill. A good plan is to 
apply the treatment in the evening and 
sow the grain the following morning. 
If the water 
lisp of bluestone’ be broken, the solu- 
tion may be made in a few minutes. 
As the solution of bhluestone lessens in 
some degree the germinating power of 
wheat, and more so when it remains 
long in contact withit, the safe plan 
is to treat the seced but a short time 
before sowing. 

In the tests which have been carried 
on with this remedy for the past three 
years at the Experimental Farms at 
Brandon and Indian Head, the worst 
amutted samples procurable have been 
selected for sowing, and the results have 
shown, by comparing the crop from the 
treated with that 5 5 the untrented 
grain, that this remedy is thoroughly 
efficient.

All even- e — of Dominion 
Lands in Manitoba or the North - M est Terri- 
tories, except 8 and 26, which have been 
homesteaded, reserved to provide wood lots 
for settlers, or other pu may be home- 
atexled by any person who is sole head of a 
family, or mele over eighteen yeare of age, 
to the extent of one quarter section of 164 
acres, more or less.

KOMESTEAD DUTIEx. 


Under the present law homestead duties 
may be performed in three ways, and on 
ing application for entry the settler 
must declare under which of the fcllowing 
conditions he electa to hold his land: 


1. Three years’ cultisation and residence 
during which period the settler may not be 
absent for more than six months in any one 
year without forfeiting the entry. 


2. Residence for two years and nine month 
apywirere within two miles of the homestead 
quarter section, and afterwarda getual resi 1. 
Fce,iun habitable houseupon the homestea 
or three months next prior to application 
for patent. Under thir system 10 ACTes must 
be broken the first yout after entry, 15 ad- 
j ditional in the second, and 35 in “the o third 
vent, 10 deren to be in crop the sceond year 
and 2 25 acves the third year. 


3. The five years’ system under u hien 2 
settler way reside anywhere for the first two 
years (but must lect his entry by com 
mencing cultivation within six monthe after 
the date thereof,) breaking five acres the 
first year, e ing those 5 acrea and break - 
ing 10 u. res additional the second year, and 
also building a habitable house before the 
end of the second year. The settler must 
comme ee actual residence ou the homestead 
et theexpiration ef two yeurs trom the · late 
of entry, and thereafter reside upon and cul- 
tivate his homestead for at least six mouths 
in each uf the three next succeeding years. 


APPLICATION FOR PATENT 


may he made before the local agent, or 277 
homestead inepector. Before making appli- 
cation for Patent the settler must give six 
months’ notice in writing to the Cosmis- 
sioner of Dominion Landsof his intention to 
do so. When, for convenience of the settler 
aPpvlication for pateut is made before a home 
etead inspector, a f of $5 ie chargeable.
